7. (Currently Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim-S^, whereinTin-a 
eas e when the cutoff plate is in close contact with-aft_die upper smface of the burner mat, the 
cutoff plate has one end fixed to a bottom surface of an inside of the burner chamber[[,]] and 
the other end-passed.passes through the burner mat[[,]] and is.connected to the cutoff plate. 
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8. (Cuttendy Amended) The bmner assembly as claimed in claim 7, wherein the 
other end of the supporting part is connected to the cutoff plate with a plurality of screws. 

9. (Currently Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 8, further 
comprising a sealing member between the other end of the supporting part and the cutoff plate 
fni- pi-pvr.nting the that prevents leakage of the mixed gas from the burner chamber.

12. (Currentiy Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
burner mat includes an inner burner mat and an outer butner mat, each having the combusting 
area, and wherein a separate part between the respective burner mats has the combustion cutoff 
par t to for m that forms the at least one non-combusting area. 

13. (Currentiy Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 12, wherein the 
combustion cutoff par t further includes [[;]]:

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outer burner mats[[,]]i and 

a -the supporting part connected to the cutoff plate havin g a plurality of seating steps-^M 
seate g that seats the circumferences of the inner and outer burner mats thereon, respectively. 




14. (Currently Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
combustion cutoff par t further includes a stnirtufe for forming a that forms the at least one 
non-combusting area at-die_a center part of the burner mat. 

15. (Currently Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 14, wherein tiie 
combustion cutoff part includes; a cutoff plate Js in close contact with an upper surface or a 
lower surface of the burner ma t for preventin g and prevents the mixed gas from reaching to a 
smface of the burner mat, and- a wherein the supporting par t for supporting supports the cutoff 
plate such that the supporting-plate.part maintains a state in which the burner mat cutoff plate is 
in close contact with the burner mat. 

(Currentiy Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim 1 5, wherein74flha 
easej^ien the cutoff plate is in close contact with- a the lower surface of the burner mat, the 
supporting part has one end fixed to an uppe r a bottom surface of an inside of the bmner 
chambe r for maintainin g and maintains a state in which the cutoff plate is in close contact with 
the burner mat, and the other en d supportin g supports a lower surface of the cutoff plate. 
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1 7 . (Cmrently Amended) A bmner assembly for a gas bvimer of radiant heating type, 
the burner assembly comprising: 

a burner rhamber for receivin g that receives a mixed gas; 

a burner mat on a top of the burner chamber having a combusting area[[,]] and at least 
one non-combusting area; 

a cutoff plate in close contact with at least one of a lower surface-aad^ an upper surface 
of the bmner mat to form the at least one non-combusting area in the burner mat^-fer 
preventin g that prevents the mixed gas from reaching to a surface of the burner mat and burning 
thereon; and 

a supporting par t for maintainin g that maintains a state in which the cutoff plate is in 
close contact with the burner ma t, wherein a plurality of openings is provid ed in a side smface of 
the supporting part such that the mixed gas moves through the plurality of openings in the 
burner chamber . 

1 8. (Currentiy Amended) A burner assembly for a gas burner of radiant heating type, 
the burner assembly comprising:

non-combusting are a, wherein the separated part between the inner burner mat and the outer 
burner mat includes: 

a cutoff plate in close contact with a circumference of an upper surface of 
each of the respective burner mats: and 

a supporting part connected to the cutoff plate having a plurality of seating 
steps that seats the circumference of each of the respective burne r mats, wherein a plurality of 
openings is provided between the supporting part and a bottom surface of an inside of the 
burner chamber such that the mixed gas moves through the plurality of open ings in the burner 
chamber .

(Currentiy Amended) A burner assembly for a gas burner of radiant heating type, 
the burner assembly comprising:

a burner mat on a top of the b\amer chamber having a non-combusting area at a center 
thereof ; 

a cutoff plate in close contact with at least one of a lower surface-aed^ an upper surface 
of the burner mat to form the non-combusting area in the burner ma t for prcventing _diat 
prevents the mixed gas from reaching to a surface of the burner mat; and 

a supporting par t for maintainin g that maintains a state in which the cutoff plate is in 
close contact with the burner ma t, wherein a plurality of openings is provided in a side surface of 
the supporting part such that the mixed gas moves through the plurality of openings in the 
burner chamber .

23. (Currendy Amended) The burner assembly as claimed in claim-^A, wherein the 
at least one non-combusting area of the b\irner mat is formed of a material that permits no 
surface combustion different from the combusting area. 
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
